  16   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "GIFT CERTIFICATE" INCLUDES A GIFT CARD OR OTHER

  18  THE PURCHASER TO A THIRD PARTY USABLE ON ITS FACE AMOUNT IN EXCHANGE

  20   (B) A GIFT CERTIFICATE, GIFT CARD, OR OTHER SIMILAR DEVICE ISSUED TO A 
  21  CONSUMER MAY NOT EXPIRE PRIOR TO ITS USE.

  23  obligation or contract right may not be impaired in any way by this Act.
